In the Legislature of Georgia, now in 
session, there is a 1 - far as we can gathe- 
from the newspapers, a majority opposeit 
to the present administration of that State.

In the House of Representa¬ 
tives, Thomas VV. Mviuiat was chosen 
Speaker by a majority nf 67 to 54, over 
Mr. Hudson, the opposing candidate.

‘•We confidently believe and earnestly 
insist that an adherence to “original prin¬ 
ciples" would strictly confine (he action 
ot the General Government to the sphere 
marked out and limited by the express pro¬ 
visions of the constitution; ami that no 
other powers than those granted in direct 
terms, and not depending upon the uncer¬ 
tainty of constructive inferences or implied 
admissions, should be assumed, or exer¬ 
cised by it.” 

If the confident belief here expressed i* 
not in the very leelh of sn express provi¬ 
sion of the constiiution, we renounce all 
knowledge of our moiher tongue,—The 
language of ihat instrument is, explicitly, 
that “Congress shall hare power to make 
all lews which shall be necessary and pro¬ 
per to carry into execution” tbe power* 
‘■grinned in direct terms,” and also “ah 
other powers vested by tlie constiiution in 
the government Of the United States, or in 
any department or officer thereof.” If 
there ore no‘‘other” powers which Con¬ 
gress can legally exercise but those express¬ 
ly granted, ibis most etfeclive part of the j 
constitution, which every legislator is 
sworn to support (and of course make him¬ 
self familiarly acquainted wnh.) is a d ail 
letter.

Georg#S. Tyson was yesterday morning 
brought before ihe supreme court of Peon 
sylvama on a writ of habeas corpus. Some 
weeks ago he was tried in our city court, 
on a charge of larceny, in having fraudu¬ 
lently obtained from a lady under 

pretext of investing that amount for her, 
and then converting it to his own use. He 
was sentenced to several years imprison¬ 
ment and to restore the money. The Ue- 
cjrder having expressed the opinion that 
the offence did not amount to larceny, and 
the attorney general of Pennsylvania hav¬ 
ing, as we learn, confirmed that opinion, 
the Governor pardoned Mr. Tyson: But 
the inspectors of I lie prison deemed it their 
duty nut to liberate him until he had repaid 
the money taken from the lady, and paid 
the costs of pro>ecution. He was therefore 
brought before the supreme court yester¬ 
day, claiming his liberty under the execu¬ 
tive pardun. Judge DuDcan decided io the 
case, (bat the prisoner was not entitled to 
his discharge until that part of the sen¬ 
tence nf the city court, which required the 
restoration of (lie money taken, and the 
payment of the coals of ptoseculion, should 
be complied with; that the right of the ex¬ 
ecutive to pardon extended only so far as 
respected tbe offence of the prisoner to the 
publrc, and could nut affect the rights of 
ndividuals. He must therefore be icman- 
ded to prison, where he would remain un¬ 
it the money was paid, or until lie had ob¬ 
tained the relief provided by law for insol¬ 
vent debtors.
